The  mayor  and  council  met  at  Memorial  Hall  at  7 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon  on  the  first  Monday  of  January', 
1897. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Mayor  Sturtevant, 
who,  after  prayer  by  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Bliss,  spoke  as 
follows : 


VALEDICTORY  OF  MAYOR  STURTEVANT. 

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council: 

In  accordance  with  the  established  custom  of  the  re- 
tiring mayor  reviewing  the  administration  of  the  affairs 
of  the  city  during  his  term  of  offi.ce,  I  will  submit  a 
statement  of  the  financial  condition  of  Franklin,  and 
briefly  refer  to  the  more  important  matters  which  have 
been  carried  to  completion. 

FINANCE.

The  increase  of  debt  was  due  to  the  unusual  expendi- 
ture on  account  of  building  a  new  bridge  in  place  of 
the  Sanborn  bridge,  the  extension  of  the  sewers,  the 
enlargement  and  repair  of  the  Nesmith  school  building, 
the  expense  of  macadamizing  Main  and  Central  streets, 
the  cost  of  fire  alarm  and  the  increase  in  state  and  county 
tax  in  consequence  of  the  new  apportionment,  amount- 
ing to  $3,084.58,  making  a  total  for  extraordinary 
expenditures  of  $24,318.10.  To  offset  this,  in  part,  the 
tax  rate  was  increased  from  $17  to  $18  on  each  thousand 
dollars  of  \aluation,  $1 ,()()(). 5()  was  received  due  to 
increased  \aluation  and  $1 ,034.00  was  received  from 
permits  to  enter  the  sewers,  a  total  of  $5,072.64  increase 
of  revenue  from  the  three  sources  named,  making  the 
unusual  expenditure  of  $li),245.52  more  than  the  in- 
creased rexenue  and  $7,092.53  more  than  the  increase 
in  debt.      Or,  in  oIIkv  words,  had  there  been  no  imi)rove- 
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ments  and  the  state  and  county  tax  remained  the  same 
as  for  the  past  five  years,  with  the  tax  rate  at  $17  on  the 
thousand,  we  could  have  paid  $7,000  on  the  debt,  after 
all  other  expenses.  To  go  back  another  year,  had  not 
the  savings  bank  tax  been  reduced  by  the  legislature  of 
1895  from  one  per  cent  to  three-fourths  per  cent,  we 
could,  with  a  tax  rate  of  $16  per  thousand,  have  met  all 
our  ordinary  bills  and  paid  the  $7,000  on  the  debt.  Or, 
if  the  tax  rate  had  been  raised  to  $22.85  there  would 
have  been  no  increase  in  debt  and  the  rate  would  have 
been  less  than  Concord,  Littleton,  Lancaster,  Berlin  and 
other  towns. 

HIGHWAYS    AND    BRIDGES. 

The  years  1895  and  1896  have  been  extremely  try- 
ing for  our  highways  and  bridges.  The  heavy  rains 
late  in  the  fall  of  1895  and  early  in  the  spring  of  1896 
washed  away  large  quantities  of  grade  and  two  bridges, 
besides  damaging  the  Sanborn  bridge  to  such  an  extent 
as  to  require  a  new  one.  To  repair  such  streets  as 
School  street  and  others  which  were  washed,  so  as  to 
insure  a  permanent  road  and  avoid  such  washouts  in 
future,  and  replace  the  two  bridges,  made  it  necessary  to 
expend  a  large  amount,  which,  with  the  usual  repairs, 
took  nearly  all  the  appropriation  for  this  department. 

The  question  of  making  an  effort  to  obtain  better 
material  and  improved  methods  of  road  building  has 
received  earnest  consideration,  and  it  was  decided  to 
lease  a  stone  crusher  and  steam  roller  for  a  short  time 
and  ascertain,  if  possible,  whether  their  use  in  the  con- 
struction of  roads  would  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
city. 

Accordingly  arrangements  were  made  with  the  Climax 
Road  Machine  Co.  to  lease  a  stone  crusher  for  such  time 
as  we  might  wish  to  use  it,  with  the  privilege  of  purchas- 
ing the  same,  at  a  price  specified,  any  time  before  May  1, 
1897,  and  the  price  paid  for  rent,  amounting  to  $256, 
should  be  credited  in  part  payment  for  the  machine, 
should  the  purchase  be  made  on  or  before  the  date 
named.      A  steam  roller  was  also  leased  from  the  city  of 
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Concord  for  ten  days.  Before  the  time  expired  for 
which  the  roller  had  been  engaged  it  was  decided  to 
continue  the  work  to  such  an  extent,  on  the  street  from 
the  West  depot  to  Sanborn  bridge,  as  to  macadamize 
such  parts  of  the  road  as  were  most  in  need  of  repair 
and  to  make  the  best  road  possible  from  the  material  on 
the  same  for  the  remainder  of  the  distance.  The  repairs 
on  the  street  have  cost  $3,263.60,  and  I  believe  the 
money  expended  will  prove  to  be  a  most  profitable 
investment  and  that  the  results  will  be  so  satisfactory 
to  the  taxpayers  that  they  will  approve  the  decision  to 
exceed  the  appropriation  for  this  department.  To  do 
this  work  to  the  best  advantage  it  was  decided  to  obtain 
prices  on  steam  rollers.  In  consequence  of  the  lateness 
c>f  the  season  such  a  low  price  was  obtained  that  a 
machine  was  purchased  on  very  favorable  terms,  pay- 
ment to  be  made  July  1,  1897.  The  purchase  of  this 
machinery  will  make  it  possible  for  the  city  to  build 
desirable  roads  having  all  the  qualities  desirable  for 
either  business  or  pleasure. 

So  far  as  I  am  able  to  judge,  the  highways  through- 
out the  city  are  in  better  shape  today  than  they  have 
been  at  this  time  of  the  year  for  the  past  ten  years. 
That  there  is  still  need  of  further  improvement  is  con- 
ceded. The  concrete  walks  have  been  extended  on 
Pleasant,  River  and  Main  streets  at  an  expense  of 
$916.91  and  there  have  been  1205  yards  of  old  walk 
repaired,  to  be  practically  as  good  as  new,  at  a  cost  of 
$316.25.  The  streets  have  been  sprinkled  in  a  satis- 
factory manner  at  an  expense  of  $715,  of  which  $316.50 
was  paid  by  subscription  by  those  directly  benefited. 

The  damage  to  Sanborn  bridge  made  it  necessary  to 
remove  it  and  build  a  new  one  as  early  as  possible. 
The  old  bridge  was  made  passable  at  an  expense  of 
$208.16  until  the  contracts  could  be  made  and  material 
obtained  to  build  a  new  one.  Estimates  were  obtained 
for  the  cost  of  the  bridge  and  abutments  complete  and 
an  appropriation  made  sufficient  to  cover  the  estimates. 
When  the  contracts  were  made  it  was  found  that  the 
estimate  for  the  steel  bridge  was  more  than  the  price 
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paid,  but  the  amount  paid  for  the  construction  of  the 
abutments  exceeded  the  estimate  by  about  $1600.  The 
quality  of  the  material  used  and  the  labor  performed 
were  better  and  the  number  of  yards  constructed  was 
more  than  the  estimate.  This  bridge  complete,  includ- 
ing iron  guards  and  stone  foundation  for  the  same  at 
each  end  of  the  bridge,  removing  the  old  bridge  and  the 
necessary  grading,  has  cost  $8,033.94.  It  is  a  substan- 
tial structure,  of  good  proportion,  and  well  adapted  to 
the  use  demanded  by  the  business  of  the  city.  In 
deciding  on  the  kind  of  bridge  to  erect  most  careful 
consideration  was  given  and  all  the  information  possible 
was  obtained.  The  decision  made  met  with  the  unani- 
mous approval  of  the  council. 

SEWERS. 

One  of  the  troublesome  subjects  which  have  received 
consideration  from  the  council  was  to  decide  what 
portion  of  the  cost  of  the  sewers  should  be  paid  by  those 
directh'  benefited  by  the  use  of  the  same  and  how  the 
amount  each  should  pay  should  be  determined.  After 
thoroughly  discussing  the  subject  it  was  decided  that 
the  amount  paid  by  those  using  the  sewers  will  cost  no 
more  than  it  would  for  them  to  care  for  their  sewerage 
in  any  other  wa}^  and  at  the  same  time  the  increased 
revenue  received  from  permits  to  enter  the  sewers  will 
be  sufficient  to  reduce  materially  the  amount  expended 
by  the  city.  That  part  of  the  city  known  as  Willow 
hill  was  in  urgent  need  of  sewers  and  it  was  decided  t6 
complete  the  system  on  the  survey  made  by  Mr.  Fuller 
on  all  the  streets  as  far  as  the  water  works  extended. 
Accordingly,  4509  feet  of  sewers  were  constructed, 
which  cost  $4,323.88.  There  was  a  call  for  sewers  on 
Elkins  street  from  Winnipiseogee  to  Grove,  and  on 
Grove  from  Elkins  to  the  main  sewer,  a  distance  of  672 
feet  on  the  two  streets.  It  was  thought  best  to  com- 
plete the  sewers  for  the  distance  stated.  This  cost 
$818.14,  making  the  total  cost  of  sewers  completed  in 
1896  on  the  survey  $5,142.02,  an  average  cost  of  less 
than  $1  per  foot. 
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For  several  years  the  sewera<je  from  Franklin,  Elkins 
and  other  streets  has  been  conducted  by  pipes  to  a  point 
near  the  intersection  of  Winnipiseogee  and  River  streets 
and  discharo^ed  into  an  open  ditch,  on  land  owned  by 
W.  F.  Daniell.  This  was  considered  dant^erons  to  the 
public  health  and  a  damage  to  Mr.  Daniell.  This  pipe 
has  been  extended  a  distance  of  420  feet,  to  the  river,  at 
a  cost  of  $291.74.  It  is  a  12-inch  pipe  and  will  be 
sufficient  to  take  the  surface  water  from  this  part  of  the 
citv,  in  addition  to  the  sewerage,  until  the  new  system 
can  be  extended  over  this  territory. 

The  total  amount  expended  on  the  sewers  in  IS!).")  and 
1(S90  was  $15,197,  and  the  distance  covered  is  10,(J56 
feet,  at  an  average  cost  per  foot  for  the  entire  distance 
of  $1.42. 

FIRK  i)f:partmkxt. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  repair  the  engine  house  on 
Central  street.  The  roof  has  been  covered  with  steel 
and  the  building  painted  outside.  To  make  the  depart- 
ment as  efficient  as  the  demands  of  the  city  appear  to 
require,  it  was  thought  best  to  construct  a  fire  alarm. 
A  contract  was  made  for  a  system  with  one  whistle  and 
two  bells  and  with  two  alarm  boxes  in  each  ward.  This 
gives  the  department  a  modern,  substantially  constructed 
alarm  at  a  total  expense  of  $1,097.87,  which  included 
changes  made  to  connect  the  machinery  with  the  whistle 
and  two  bells.  vSo  far  as  I  am  able  to  judge,  the  depart- 
ment is  now  in  shape  to  perform  inonipl  and  efficient 
service. 

STRI-'.IvT    l.IC.HTS. 

The  contract  for  lighting  the  streets  expired  January 
1,  1S97.  Under  this  contract  the  eil\  paid  $().")  per 
light  for  1200  C.  P.  arc  lights,  to  run  until  12::»0  a.  m. 
A  new  contract  has  been  made  with  the  iMankliu  Light 
and  Power  Compan\-  for  the  same  lights  until  12:i>0 
a.  m.  at  $')()  per  light.  The  contract  is  for  fivt-  \  lars  and 
ihf  price  ])aid  is  unich  less  than  in  any  other  c  il\  in  the 
stale  and  as  low  as  in  au\-  town.      ]'>\  this  cliauut-  in  rale 
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the  ainoiint  .sa\ed  annually  on  the  fift>-one  lights  now 
installed  and  the  three  which  have  been  ordered  and 
will  be  added  as  soon  as  possible,  will  be  $795.  At  the 
same  time  the  Light  and  Power  Company  has  reduced 
the  meter  rates  20  per  cent  below  any  other  place  in  the 
state,  which  will  be  a  saving  of  about  $80  per  annum  in 
the  incandescent  lights  used  by  the  city,  making  a  total 
saving  of  $875  per  year  in  this  department. 

SCHOOLS. 

For  the  past  two  years  there  has  been  a  pressing 
demand  for  more  school  room  in  ward  1.  For  a  year  or 
more  a  part  of  the  scholars  were  brought  to  the  High 
school  building,  but  this  proved  unsatisfactory  to  the 
parents  and  the  results  did  not  appear  to  encourage  the 
plan.  There  was  effort  made  to  lease  rooms,  but  after 
most  careful  consideration  it  was  thought  best  to  enlarge 
and  repair  the  building  known  as  the  Nesmith  school. 
Two  new  rooms  have  been  added,  the  building  connected 
with  the  sewer,  the  basement  cemented  and  divided  into 
two  apartments  and  the  whole  building  thoroughh'  re- 
paired, making  a  modern  structure  with  ample  room  for 
the  scholars  in  the  ward.  Also  the  furnace  for  heating 
the  new  rooms  and  furniture  for  the  same  w^ere  supplied, 
and  the  total  cost  was  $3,397.35.  New  hard  wood  floors 
have  been  laid  in  one-half  the  rooms  in  the  High  school 
building,  and  the  total  expense  for  the  department  was 
less  than  the  appropriation. 

WATER   WORKS. 

During  the  ytar  this  department  has  paid  $2,000  on 
note  and  $160  interest ;  also  added  meters  and  exten- 
sions costing  $1,302.27,  and  paid  all  expense  of  main- 
tenance, making  the  total  income  above  expenses 
$3,604.68,  and  the  total  cost  of  the  plant  to  date  is 
$106,64:4.76.  There  were  fiftv  families  connected  in 
1896. 

CITY    POOR. 

There  has  been  expended  for  the  city  poor  $556.99. 
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When  we  consider  the  dull  state  of  bnsiness  and  the 
number  of  people  not  employed,  the  results  from  this 
department  are  very  satisfactory. 

POLICE. 

The  cost  to  the  city  for  maintaining  this  department, 
including  the  salary  of  judge  of  police  court,  city  mar- 
shal, the  regular  and  special  police  oflficers,  has  been 
$679.63.  The  number  of  arrests  has  been  less  in  pro- 
portion to  the  inhabitants  than  in  any  other  cit>'  in  the 
state. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  to  the  members  of  the 
council  and  the  city  clerk  my  sincere  thanks  for  the 
kind  consideration  and  constant  courtesy  which  has  been 
accorded  me ;  I  also  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of 
the  kindly  service  rendered  by  all  \v*itli  whom  I  have 
had  official  relations. 

The  oath  of  office  w^as  then  taken  by  Charles  W. 
Adams,  mayor-elect,  before  the  outgoing  mayor. 

The  councilmen-elect  who  were  present,  ]\Iessrs.  Kirk 
of  ward  1,  Carr  of  ward  2,  and  Kelley  of  ward  o,  were 
sworn  by  Mayor  Adams,  who  then  gave  the  following 
address : 

HAYOR   ADAHS'    INAUGURAL. 

Gentlemen  of  tJic  City  Couucil  aini  Fillou>  Citizois: 

Entering  upon  the  ofhce  to  which  you  have  called  me, 
I  am  profoundly  grateful  for  the  high  honor  conferred 
in  entrusting  to  me  as  its  mayor  the  welfare  and  pros- 
perity of  our  city.  As  a  private  citizen  I  have  ever 
been  proud  of  our  enterprising  growth.  As  its  chief 
officer  I  am  this  day  clothed  with  greater  pride  and 
vaster  responsibilities  in  the  management  of  our  nuinici- 
pal  affairs  to  the  end  that  they  l)e  administered  faithful!)-, 
honestly   and   economically    in    all    departments.      In   a 
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time  like  this  when  all  industry  is  vibrating  between 
activit}-  and  rest,  when  capital  is  timid,  bnsiness  enter- 
prises cantiously  prndent,  when  few  laborers  receive 
good  wages,  more  poor  wages,  and  others  still  no  wages 
at  .all,  when  all  bnsiness  men  are  obliged  to  curtail  their 
expenses,  and  the  pressure  of  hard  times  rests  heavily 
upon  every  laboring  man,  it  is  the  duty  of  those  to 
whom  it  is  entrusted  to  make  as  light  the  burden  of 
taxation  and  of  municipal  indebtedness  as  is  consistent 
with  the  economic  progress  and  development  of  our  live 
and  growing  city.  Economy  and  business  methods 
should  be  the  sentiment  of  a  municipal  administration. 
Just  what  is  business  economy  is  a  many  sided  and  per- 
plexing question.  Among  men  of  affairs  there  will 
always  be  parties  and  opinions  about  questions  to  which 
there  are  two  sides.  On  every  such  contest  of  interest 
there  arises  a  demand  for  investigation  by  men  not 
committed  to  either  party  on  the  presence  of  the  real 
problems  of  city  government. 

The  office  of  mayor  is  supremely  practicable  and  it 
will  be  my  aim  as  mayor  of  Franklin  to  devote  myself 
to  real  problems,  things  of  interest  to  men  as  men  and 
its  citizens,  rather  than  to  the  artificial  problems  of 
particular  groups  of  men,  to  search  out  abnormal  con- 
ditions, to  guard  the  community  against  their  effects,  to 
recommend  and  advise  measures  to  remove  their  cause, 
to  the  end  that  our  growth,  prosperity,  health  and 
happiness  as  a  people  be  not  impaired.  In  this,  I  doubt 
not,  I  shall  have  the  united  and  harmonious  support  of 
the  able  council,  many  of  whom  by  broad  experience 
and  untiring  labor  have  contributed  not  a  little  in  bring- 
ing our  city  up  and  thus  far  on  its  course  of  prosperity. 

Let  us  work  together,  that  the  enterprise  so  well 
commenced  may  be  carried  forward  as  fast  as  is  con- 
sistent, not  with  the  desire  of  a  party  or  clique  but  with 
the  welfare  and  interest  of  all,  whether  their  tax  be 
thousands  or  a  poll  tax.  All  equal  in  citizenship  the 
interest  of  all  alike  should  be  considered.  To  this  end 
I  call  your  attention  to  the  following  financial  report  as 
issued  December  19,  1896:

A  careful  perusal  of  this  account  leads  us  to  the 
following  conclusions,  viz  :  Our  indebtedness  is  rapidly 
assuming  too  pretentious  proportions,  and  our  necessities 
are  magnified  or  our  expenditures  too  liberal.  Ever 
bearing  in  mind  that  ' '  we  nmst  be  just  before  we  are 
generous,"  it  would  seem  to  me  to  be  good  judgment  to 
endeavor  to  stop,  at  as  early  a  date  as  is  consistent,  our 
increasing  interest  account.  This  can  onl\-  be  done  b\- 
limiting  our  expenditures  and  increasing  our  \aluation 
and  maintaining  our  present  tax  rate,  or  maintaining  our 
present  \aluation  and  increasing  our  tax  rate.  A  careful 
analysis  of  the  statistics  of  valuation  and  taxation  com- 
piled during  the  past  year  by  the  .secretary  of  the  .state 
board  of  equalization  gives  sufhcient  proof  that  our 
valuation  is  exce.ssivc  rather  than  insufiicienl.  and  con- 
se<iuently  the  other  remed\-,  \iz.,  econonu'  and  increased 
tax  rate  is  specifically  indicated. 
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HIGHWAYS. 

The  highway  department  is  second  only  to  the  schools 
in  importance  and  expense.  Last  year  we  appropriated 
$7,0()(),  and  the  report  shows  our  expenditures  to  have 
exceeded  that  appropriation  by  nearly  one- half  the  orig-i- 
nal  amount.  We  have  laid  considerable  macadamized 
road,  which  is  in  the  nature  of  a  permanent  improvement 
we  hope.  I  am  heartily  in  favor  of  this  kind  of  road 
building  if  its  endurance  is  proven  by  the  changing 
climatic  conditions  which  are  peculiar  to  this  locality. 

I  would  recommend  that  a  fixed  amount  of  our  annual 
appropriation  be  devoted  to  the  purposes  of  macadamiz- 
ing, the  expenditure  of  which  shall  mark  the  completion 
of  the  building  of  this  kind  of  pavement  for  the  year. 
I  would  advise  the  rental  of  the  macadamizing  apparatus 
at  a  fair  price  to  responsible  applicants,  when  it  is  not  in 
use  for  the  purpose  of  the  city.  The  ordinance  respect- 
ing the  disposal  of  garbage,  waste  paper,  etc.,  would  be 
productive  of  a  much  neater  appearance  of  our  streets, 
and  of  inestimable  value  in  other  ways,  if  more  rigidly 
enforced.  This  would  be  most  satisfactorily  accom- 
plished by  the  systematic  use  of  the  city  teams. 

SEWERS. 

The  report  of  the  civil  engineer,  which  is  incorporated 
in  the  city  report,  gives  you  a  definite  idea  of  the  work 
of  this  department  during  the  year.  I  do  not  see  the 
necessity  of  any  material  expense  in  this  department  in 
the  immediate  future.  All  sections  of  the  city  are  fairlv 
well,  if  not  quite  sufficiently,  protected.  Our  remark- 
able freedom  from  epidemics  during  the  past  few  years  is 
indicative  of  our  protection.  Whenever  it  is  deemed 
imperative  to  make  any  changes  in  or  repairs  of  the 
present  system,  or  to  lay  any  additional  pipes,  I  recom- 
mend that  the  same  be  done  in  accordance  with  the 
official  survey  and  plans  that  were  prepared  for  house 
sewerage.  I  believe  also  that  the  public  health  demands 
that  the  present  sewers  be  thoroughly  flushed  at  least 
once  a  month. 
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OVERSEER   OF   THE    POOR. 

I  am  thoroughly  of  the  opinion  that  no  change  of 
importance  shonld  be  made  in  any  department  nnless 
there  appears  a  surety  of  more  effecti\e  ser\ice  with  a 
guaranty  of  more  prosperous  results,  and  I  recommend 
that  the  methods  of  assisting  the  city  poor  remain  prac- 
tically as  last  year.  The  facts  and  figures  of  the  report 
of  the  overseer  of  the  poor  I  believe  justify  the  wisdom 
of  this  recommendation. 

POLICE. 

If  we  compare  the  report  of  the  police  department  with 
that  of  any  city  or  town  of  equal  size  in  New  England, 
w^e  shall  be  thoroughly  satisfied  that  it  has  been  judi- 
ciously and  economicalh"  managed.  The  same  recom- 
mendations will  apply  to  this  as  to  the  department  of 
which  I  have  just  spoken. 

SCHOOLS. 

If  we  nmst  be  generous  to  a  fault  it  nuist  be  in  the 
school  department.  Investments  of  this  character  are 
sure  to  bring  the  largest  returns.  The  only  reconnnen- 
dation  I  shall  presume  to  make  is,  that  some  preliminarv 
.steps  be  taken  in  the  direction  of  the  election  of  a 
superintendent  of  instruction  who  shall  have  entire 
management  of  the  schools  and  devote  his  entire  time  to 
the  work.  I  do  not  think  this  could  be  accomplished 
this  year  but  if  we  keep  pace  with  the  ad\anced  ideas  of 
modern  educators  we  shall  in  a  reasonabh-  near  future 
adopt  such  a  plan.

The  city  report  contains  (luile  a  xoluminous  account 
of  the  water  works  (lej)artnRnl  w  liich  is  w(»rth\-  of  \<nir 
examination. 

The  (jualitN'  of  the  water  is  good,  the  suppK  ample, 
the  .SL-rviee  good  and  the  rexenues  just.  As  tlie  terms 
of   ser\  ice  «»f  sonic- of  IJa-  members  of  tlif  board  of  com- 
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missioners  have  expired,  and  their  places  are  to  be  filled 
this  year,  see  to  it  that  such  men  are  elected  as  will 
reqnire  the  most  economical  management  and  perpetnate 
the  good  showing  which  this  year's  report  contains. 

"•  FIRE    DEPARTMENT. 

The  recommendations  for  the  fire  department  consist 
solely  in  keeping  the  organization  np  to  its  present  con- 
dition of  efficiency. 

The  reqnests  of  the  department  thns  far  have  been 
most  reasonable  and  shonld  be  granted.  The  services 
of  onr  firemen  closely  resemble  those  of  volnnteers  and 
considering  their  bravery,  personal  risks  and  labor  I  am 
of  the  opinion  we  cannot  make  many  mistakes  if  we 
favorably  consider  the  recommendations  of  their  chief. 

In  closing,  again  I  thank  you  for  the  honor.  Re- 
membering that  it  was  conferred  upon  me  by  no  one 
party,  but  by  both  and  all  parties  alike,  so  shall  I 
endeavor  that  my  deliberations  be  for  the  whole  people, 
and  if  after  such  reflection  my  views  of  important 
subjects  shall  differ  from  those  of  the  wise  and  able 
council  or  the  public  opinions  of  the  people  I  have 
unbounded  confidence  that  your  judgment  will  be  the 
result  of  prudent,  wise  and  dispassionate  deliberation. 
During  my  term  of  ofhce  I  shall  promptly  and  cordially 
unite  with  you  all  in  such  measures  as  may  be  deemed 
best  fitted  to  increase  the  prosperity  and  perpetuate  the 
happiness  of  our  people,  and  thus  render  the  ensuing 
administration  a  credit  to  ourselves  and  to  our  citv.

It  was  the  intention  of  the  highway  connnittee  and 
the  commissioner  to  complete  the  macadam  between 
Republican  bridge  and  the  foot  of  Willow  hill.  The 
damage  caused  by  the  washouts  was  so  great  as  to 
prevent  this.

$140  was  receixed  for  a])Uttage  ;  'Jl  niw  man-holes,  with 
grates,    tra])s  and    i)ipes   c-onueeting    with    the    sewer,    at 
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a  cost  of  $18  each,  have  been  put  in;  55  culverts  have 
been  relaid  and  made  new  at  a  cost  of  #165 ;  a  walk 
has  been  graded  from  the  top  of  Willow  hill  to  the 
Tilton  line  at  a  cost  of  a  little  less  than  $100,  including 
the  small  bridge  across  the  brook. 

The  stone  on  hand,  ready  for  crushing,  have  cost 
$750,  and  have  been  paid  for  from  the  highway  appro- 
priation.

REPORT   OF   CHIEF   ENGINEER. 


Franklin,  N.  H.,  Dec.  31,   1897. 

To  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Franklin  : 

We  submit  the  following  report  of  the  fire  department 
of  the  city  of  Franklin  for  the  year  1897 : 

FIRE   APPARATUS. 

District  No.  1,  in  hose  honse  No.  1,  one  thousand 
feet  two  and  one-half  inch  rubber  lined  hose,  one  hand 
hose  reel  and  necessary  equipments,  one  hand  pump,  six 
hundred  and  fifty  feet  of  two  inch  leather  hose,  also  one 
power  pump  located  in  Taylor's  foundry. 

In  district  No.  2,  central  station,  one  thousand  six 
hundred  feet  two  and  one-half  inch  rubber  lined  hose 
and  one  steam  fire  engine  (at  present  needing  repairs,) 
thirty  feet  of  suction  hose,  one  hose  reel,  one  hose 
wagon,  one  hook  and  ladder  truck  with  necessary  equip- 
ments for  same.  In  house  No.  3,  one  hand  reel,  and 
four  hundred  feet  of  two  and^one-half  inch  rubber  lined 
hose. 

In  district  No.  3,  house  No.  4,  one  hand  reel,  four 
hundred  and  fifty  feet  two  and  one-half  inch  rubber 
lined  hose. 

In  district  No.  4,  house  No.  5,  one  hand  reel,  four 
hundred  and  fifty  feet  of  two  and  one-half  inch  hose. 

The  department  has  on  hand  three  thousand  nine 
hundred  feet  of  hose.

BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


RE  PORT, 


To  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Franklin  : 

The  city  has  been  for  the  past  year  ver}^  fortunate  in 
regard  to  contagious  diseases,  there  having  occurred 
only  six  cases  of  typhoid  fever,  three  of  diphtheria,  five 
of  measles,  and  two  cases  of  scarlet  fever.  These  cases 
occurred  in  different  parts  of  the  city,  with  the  exception 
of  one  case  of  typhoid  fever.  The  patient  in  this  case 
was  brought  here  sick.  The  cause  of  two  of  the  cases 
of  typhoid  fever  was  no  doubt  from  improper  sewerage 
from  the  houses,  which  were  promptly  remedied  by  the 
owners.  The  exact  causes  of  the  other  cases  of  conta- 
gious diseases  could  not  be  ascertained.  By  advice  of 
some  of  our  physicians,  water  was  analyzed  five  times, 
twice  from  the  general  supply,  once  from  the  springs  on 
Pleasant  street,  situated  between  the  houses  of  Frank 
Taylor  and  Charles  Streeter,  and  twice  from  the  sup- 
plies of  private  individuals.  The  city  water  in  all  the 
analysis  was  pronounced  to  be  of  excellent  quality.  In 
one  of  the  cases  .of  private  analysis  the  water  was 
pronounced  unfit  for  use,  and  the  owner  discontinued  its 
use  at  once.  Numerous  complaints  of  nuisances  were 
received  by  the  board  during  the  year.  In  each  case 
notices  were  sent  the  parties  and  the  nuisances  were 
abated  as  soon  as  possible.  On  recommendation  of  the 
board  the  city  council  voted  to  put  in  a  sewer,  com- 
mencing on   Orchard    street,  opposite   H.   A.   Currier's 
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house,  thence  to  Ehn  avenue;  from  Ehn  avenue  to  Pine 
street,  and  up  Pine  street  to  house  of  J.  Enos.  This 
required  three  hundred  and  ninety-one  feet  of  sewer 
pipe.  It  was  deemed  necessary  by  the  board  to  put  this 
sewer  in  on  account  of  so  many  cesspools  in  this  section 
and  the  soil  being  mostly  of  clay  which  would  not 
absorb  sewerage  matter,  causing  said  cesspools  to  fill  up 
and  run  over.  On  June  30,  1897,  the  board  sent  two 
samples  of  water  to  E.  R.  Angell,  Derry,  N.  H.,  for 
analysis,  one  from  a  private  spring  marked  as  sample 
number  one,  and  one  from  the  general  supply  of  the 
city  marked  sample  number  two.  The  following  is  the 
result :

I)urin<;  the  year  $2,000  and  interest  thereon  has  been 
paid  upon  the  water  debt  from  the  receipts  from  prixate 
customers  and  $1,751.07  expended  in  extension  of  the 
lines.  From  the  city  treasury  $3,680  has  been  paid  as 
interest  on  the  water  l)()uds;  dcductin*^  from  this  the 
$2,000  paid  for  application  on  the  water  debt  the  actual 
outla)'  by  the  cil\-  for  the  entire  public  water  ser\ice, 
including    all    interest    and    extensions    for    the    year,  is 
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$1,680,  During-  the  past  three  years  the  surphis  income 
of  the  water  works  has  been  applied  to  the  reduction  of 
the  debt  and  thereby  the  $5,000  borrowed  by  the  city  in 
1895  for  the  purpose  of  putting  in  meters  has  all  been 
paid.  There  remains  no  portion  of  the  water  debt  pay- 
able before  1901.  The  time  has  now  come  when,  by 
the  payment  of  a  fair  public  water  rental  by  the  city, 
the  water  works  can  easily  assume  the  entire  interest 
charge.  If  this  is  done  and  the  balance  held  as  a  sink- 
ing fund  for  the  ultimate  payment  of  the  debt  the  water 
works  will  in  time  pay  the  entire  debt  assumed  by  the 
city  for  their  construction.  An  appropriation  by  the 
city  council  of  a  sum  not  exceeding  $3,000  for  public 
water  service  instead  of  $3,680  for  interest,  as  hereto- 
fore, will  enable  the  commissioners  to  relieve  the  city 
of  the  entire  interest  charge.  Unless  some  serious 
accident  should  call  for  expensive  repairs  or  a  very 
rapid  growth  of  the  city  demand  great  extension  of  the 
system  the  water  works  can  undoubtedly  be  operated 
and  paid  for  without  expense  to  the  city  beyond  a 
reasonable  charge  for  the  public  service.

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$1,680.  During  the  past  three  years  the  surphis  income 
of  the  water  works  has  been  applied  to  the  reduction  of 
the  debt  and  thereby  the  $5,000  borrowed  by  the  city  in 
1895  for  the  purpose  of  putting  in  meters  has  all  been 
paid.  There  remains  no  portion  of  the  water  debt  pay- 
able before  1901.  The  time  has  now  come  when,  by 
the  payment  of  a  fair  public  water  rental  by  the  city, 
the  water  works  can  easily  assume  the  entire  interest 
charge.  If  this  is  done  and  the  balance  held  as  a  sink- 
ing fund  for  the  ultimate  payment  of  the  debt  the  water 
works  will  in  time  pay  the  entire  debt  assumed  by  the 
city  for  their  construction.  An  appropriation  by  the 
city  council  of  a  sum  not  exceeding  $3,000  for  public 
water  service  instead  of  $3,680  for  interest,  as  hereto- 
fore, will  enable  the  commissioners  to  relieve  the  city 
of  the  entire  interest  charge.  Unless  some  serious 
accident  should  call  for  expensive  repairs  or  a  very 
rapid  growth  of  the  city  demand  great  extension  of  the 
system  the  water  works  can  undoubtedly  be  operated 
and  paid  for  without  expense  to  the  city  beyond  a 
reasonable  charge  for  the  public  service.

COMiVlENTS 


The  statistics  for  the  school  year,  beginning  Sept.  14, 
1896,  and  closing  June  28,  1897,  show  the  total  enroll- 
ment of  pupils  in  our  schools  to  be  729  pupils,  with 
an  average  attendance  of  552 ;  while  the  briefer  record 
for  the  first  term  of  the  present  school  year  gives  a  total 
enrollment  of  758  pupils.  This  increase  in  numbers 
has  been  confined  chiefly  to  the  primary  grades.  The 
grammar  grades,  though  in  some  instances  larger  than 
last  year,  have  been  combined  on  much  the  same  plan, 
grades  VIII  and  IX  being  in  charge  of  Miss  Ada  F. 
Longhead,  and  grades  VI  and  VII  in  charge  of  Miss 
Cora  I.  Sargent. 

At  the  Nesmith  school,  also,  the  same  system  of 
grading  prevails  as  last  year. 

Kindergarten  work,  now  apparently  a  permanent 
feature  of  our  school  s}'stem,  seems  to  have  proved  its 
own  worth  so  fully  that  no  word  is  needed  in  its  behalf. 
An  experienced  teacher  in  one  of  our  first  primary 
grades  remarked  that  the  pupils  entering  this  year  from 
the  kindergarten  department  were  "phenomenal"  for 
their  alertness  and  power  to  grasp  ideas,  and  that  she 
for  one  was  a  hearty  advocate  of  the  system. 

The  course  of  study,  which  has  been  gradually 
changing  for  two  or  three  years,  is  now  being  printed 
and  perhaps  there  is  no  better  way  of  making  known  to 
the  public  what  we  are  trying  to  do  in  our  schools  than 
to  reprint  here  the  introductory  remarks  of  the  manual 
containiuQ:  the  course  of  stud\- . 
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"Any  course  of  study  must  necessarily  be  in  a  state 
of  steady  development  and  cannot,  therefore,  be  com- 
plete or  arbitrary.  It  is  intended  to  give  the  teachers 
of  each  grade  a  comprehensive  idea  of  what  has  been 
done  and  what  is  to  be  done  for  the  pupils.  The  course 
is  neither  theoretical  nor  experimental,  but  all  the 
essential  ideas  have  been  worked  out  successfully  by 
many  of  the  leading  school  systems  of  the  country. 

We  trust  that  the  teachers  will  enrich  and  reinforce 
the  plans  by  original  thought  and  work. 

English. — It  will  be  seen  that  in  the  line  of  technical 
grammar,  tne  work  of  previous  years  has  been  greatly 
increased.  This  is  in  accordance  with  the  suggestions 
of  the  most  prominent  educators  of  the  day  who  claim 
that  the  imitative  method  of  teaching  correct  English 
has  failed  to  produce  the  desired  results. 

When  rightl}'  studied  the  thorough  study  of  technical 
grammar,  aside  from  its  value  in  giving  the  child  a 
standard  by  which  to  test  his  own  speech  and  that  of 
others,  gives  training  in  discrimination,  analysis  of 
thought,  and  reasoning.  The  aim  should  be  to  lead  the 
attention  of  the  child  to  words  and  sentences  as  objects 
of  study,  by  such  easy  steps  that  the  old  difficulties 
which  made  the  study  of  grammar  seem  so  dull  and 
useless  may  be  removed  or  easily  surmounted. 

Mkmorv  Gkms. — A  list  of  poems  is  given,  suitable 
for  the  several  grades,  and  it  is  hoped  that  each  teacher 
will  strive  to  make  all  poems,  songs,  and  memory 
(pujtations  a  hel])  in  the  literary  and  ethical  training  of 
the  child.  In  the  ninth  grade  fresh  material  will  be 
gi\en  to  the  ])upils  from  \ear  to  \ear. 

Arith.mktic. — The  purposes  in  view  in  constructing 
the  course  were  the  dexelopment  of  the  subject  in 
harmony  with  the  growth  of  the  child's  mind,  and  to  so 
arrange  it  that  each  year's  work  should  be  a  thorough 
prejxiration  for  the  succeeding  year.  Much  emphasis  is 
j)laced  on  drill  in  UKnlal  aiitlnuLtic. 
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Science. — The  course  outlined  in  science  in  earlier 
years  may  be  correlated  with  language  and  reading,  and 
in  the  higher  grades  with  geography  and  reading,  so 
that  but  little  time  need  be  taken  for  distinctive  recita- 
tions in  nature  study.  Periods,  however,  should  be  set 
apart  every  week,  in  which  the  science  work  shall 
receive  special  attention  for  the  purpose  of  systematizing 
and  classifying  the  knowledge  already  gained. 

Geography. — In  accordance  with  the  method  advo- 
cated by  the  report  of  the  "Committee  of  Fifteen,"  the 
course  in  geography,  while  not  neglecting  the  physical 
features,  has  approached  the  subject  from  the  commer- 
cial and  industrial  standpoint.  Geography  and  history 
should  be  correlated  in  both  primary  and  grammar 
grades." 


An  effort  has  been  made  in  this  course  of  study  to 
reinforce  the  essential  disciplinary  studies  with  a  fair 
proportion  of  natural  science,  in  the  belief  that  this 
work  has,  not  only  an  immediate  value,  but  a  still 
greater  indirect  value  in  preparing  the  mind  for  more 
extended  scientific  study  in  the  high  school. 

PATRIOTISM. 

On  Memorial  Day  appropriate  exercises  were  held  in 
all  our  schools  and  the  interest  shown  in  the  different 
suburban  districts  in  helping  to  secure  flags  to  be  raised 
on  this  occasion,  is  a  hopeful  sign  of  what  might  be 
done  in  our  schools  to  inspire  a  feeling  of  true  patriot- 
ism. Real  patriotism  should  be  shown  as  something- 
altogether  distinct  from  the  noisy  demonstration  of  the 
political  campaign  or  the  Fourth  of  July  celebration. 
All  these,  alas,  may  have  quite  the  opposite  of  an 
ennobling  influence. 
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SEWING. 

Through  the  enterprise  of  several  ladies  of  our  town 
who  have  volunteered  to  give  instruction  in  sewing  to 
the  pupils  in  some  of  our  schools,  one  lesson  a  week  has 
been  given  for  two  terms  to  the  children  in  grades  III, 
IV  and  V  at  the  Falls,  and  in  grades  III  and  IV  at  the 
Nesmith  school.  We  are  especially  indebted  to  ]\Irs. 
Helen  Sanl)orn  and  Miss  Anna  Blodgett,  who  have 
supervised  the  work,  and  we  desire,  also,  to  express  our 
appreciation  of  the  willing  and  unostentatious  service  of 
all  helpers  in  this  practical  line  of  work. 

HIGH   SCHOOL. 

The  report  of  last  year,  and  the  High  School  cata- 
logue then  issued  for  the  first  time,  gave  so  complete  a 
statement  of  the  conditions  of  the  school  and  of  the 
plans  and  aims  of  the  principal,  that  an  extended  report 
seems  hardly  necessary  this  year.  There  are  now,  at 
the  beginning  of  the  winter  term,  94  pupils  in  the 
school,  eleven  of  whom  will  graduate  in  June,  after  a 
four  years'  course.  '^IMie  different  classes  are  doing  the 
work  demanded  by  the  new  course  of  studw  This 
course,  which  was  arranged  by  Mr.  Allen,  will,  we  are 
informed,  soon  be  approxed  by  the  Faculty  of  Dart- 
mouth college,  and  the  Franklin  High  School  placed  on 
the  list  of  those  institutions  whose  graduates  ma\-  cuter 
the  college  on  certificate. 

It  is  the  present  policy  of  the  college  to  try  io  raise  the 
standard  of  the  .secondar)-  schools  of  the  state  1)\-  grant- 
ing the  pri\ilege  of  entering  on  certificate  to  students 
graduating  from  schools  whose  r(.(|uiiviiRaUs  are  known 
and  approved  b\-  the  faciiltw  The  success  of  the  policy 
will  depend  not  t)uly  ui)on  a  puj^iTs  being  able  to  get  into 
college,  but,  also,  u])on  his  al)ilit\',  after  entrance,  to 
compete  creditably  wilh  students  coming  from  special 
fitting  schools,  wluie  conditions  are  less  comjilex  than 
in    an    <)vdinar\-    hi^h    school.      Tims   students,    whether 
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fitting  for  college  or  for  business,  must  be  made  to  realize 
that  the  honor  and  reputation  of  the  school  is  in  their 
hands ;  and  that  nothing  less  than  the  best  possible  use 
of  all  their  powers  is  demanded  of  them. 

REPAIRS. 

With  one  or  two  unimportant  exceptions,  the  repairs 
of  the  year  have  been  confined  to  the  High  school 
building.  Here  the  plan  of  relaying  the  floors  with 
hard  wood,  began  last  year,  has  been  carried  out  so  as 
to  include  the  corridor  and  school  rooms  of  the  second 
ston'.  The  wood-work  throughout  the  building  has 
received  a  much  needed  finish.  The  high  school  room 
has  been  enlarged  by  extending  one  partition  into  the 
corridor  and  thus  including  the  space  heretofore  given 
up  to  one  of  the  large  wardrobes.  By  this  means,  not 
only  is  the  seating  capacity  of  the  room  increased,  but 
a  better  arrangement  of  the  seats  is  secured,  giving  the 
pupils  the  advantage  of  a  properly  adjusted  light  from 
the  back  and  from  the  left. 

It  would  seem  that  these  pleasant  quarters  might  be 
an  inspiration  to  the  good  work  the  teachers  are  aiming 
to  secure. 

A  new  McPhail  piano  has  been  placed  in  the  High 
school  room.  This,  with  the  extensive  repairs  already 
spoken  of,  the  expenditure  of  $200  for  needed  permanent 
supplies,  and  the  fact  that  owing  to  the  arrangement  of 
the  terms  the  teachers  were  paid  for  35  and  37  weeks 
against  33  and  35  weeks  last  year,  overdrew  our  appro- 
priation and  made  it  necessary  to  leave  a  larger  number 
of  outstanding  bills  than  usual.

Section  1.  That  tlie  resolution  of  the  City  Council 
adopted  May  10,  1895,  relating  to  sewers,  be  and  the 
same  hereby  is  so  far  modified  as  to  provide  for  a  special 
assessment  or  charge  only  on  such  persons  or  corpor- 
ations as  have  already,  or  may  hereafter,  connect  with 
the  new  system  of  sewerage. 

Sec.  2.  That  no  person  or  corporation  shall  be 
required  to  connect  with  any  sewer  except  by  direction 
of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  city  or  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  3.  All  persons  who  have  already,  or  shall  here- 
after connect  with  the  new  system  of  sewerage,  shall 
pay  to  the  city  the  following  sums,  to  wit:  For  each 
tenement  of  seven  rooms  or  less,  fifteen  dollars,  for  each 
additional  room  in  a  tenement  in  excess  of  seven,  two 
dollars. 

Space  in  buildings  occupied  wholly  or  in  part  for 
stores,  manufacturing,  or  other  purposes  than  private 
barns,  cellars  and  store  houses  or  store  rooms,  or  out- 
buildings, shall  be  reckoned  and  paid  for  on  the  basis  of 
one  hundred  and  fifty  square  feet  of  floor  space  as  one 
room  when  connected  with  the  sewer. 

Sec.  4.  All  persons  who  have  already  connected 
with  the  new  system  of  sewerage  shall  pay  to  the  City 
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Clerk  the  amounts  for  which  they  are  liable  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  three  within  thirty  days  after  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance,  with  interest  thereafter,  and 
the  City  Clerk  is  hereby  directed  to  collect  the  same. 

Si^C.  5.  No  person  shall  hereafter  connect  with  any 
public  sewer  without  first  obtaining  a  permit  therefor 
signed  by  the  City  Clerk  and  countersigned  by  the 
Highway  Agent,  and  before  such  permit  is  issued  to 
connect  with  the  new  system  of  sewerage  such  person 
shall  pay  to  the  City  Clerk  the  sums  for  which  he  would 
be  liable  under  the  provisions  of  Section  three. 

Sec.  6.  In  any  case  where  connection  with  a  sewer 
is  made  by  the  Board  of  Health,  through  the  neglect  or 
refusal  of  the  owner  to  comply  with  their  orders  so  to 
do,  the  amc>unt  provided  to  be  paid  therefor  in  Section 
three  shall  become  at  once  due  and  payable  and  col- 
lected b}-  the  City  Clerk,  but  the  City  Clerk  may  issue  a 
permit  in  such  cases  without  prepayment. 

Sec.  7.  Every  permit  to  connect  with  any  pul)lic 
sewer  issued  by  the  City  Clerk  shall  contain  the  name  of 
the  owner,  the  number  of  tenements  and  rooms  in  each 
for  which  the  permit  is  granted,  the  location  of  the  ten- 
ements and  amount  paid  for  such  permit,  a  record  of 
which  shall  be  made  by  the  City  Clerk  in  a  book  kept 
for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  S.  All  connections  with  any  public  sewer  shall 
hereafter  be  made  undt-r  the  superxision  of  the  Highway 
Agent  and  in  accordance  with  his  directions,  and  it  is 
hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Highway  Agent  to  see  tliat 
all  such  connections  are  securely  made  and  in  the  safest 
and  best  manner,  and  that  only  proper  pipe  and  other 
materials  are  used. 

vSi-.c.  !>.  No  person  or  corporation  shall  deposit  an\- 
garbage,  offal,  filth  or  any  substance  having  a  tendency 
to  ol)struct  the  flow  of  sewage,  in  any  manhole,  Hush 
tank  or  sewer  ojK'uing. 

vSi:c.  10.  All  fi.xtures  connected  with  private  sewers 
leading  to  the  public  sewers  shall  be  pro\ided  with  suit- 
able traps  and   strainers  to  prexent   the   introduction   of 
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all  solids  or  anything  that  wonld  obstrnct  the  flow  in  the 
pi^es. 

Sec.  11.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of 
Sections  five  and  eight,  nine  and  ten  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars. 

Sec.  12.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  npon  its 
passage.

No  building  shall  hereafter  be  erected 
on  the  north  side  of  Central  street,  between  Sanborn 
bridge  and  Daniell  bridge,  on  the  south  side  of  Central 
street  between  Sanborn  bridge  and  Church  street,  on 
Franklin  street  between  Central  street  and  Church  street, 
except  the  same  is  constructed  with  solid  outside  brick 
walls  at  least  twelve  inches  thick.

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An  Ordinance  relating  to  sewers  and  in  amendment  of 
an  ordinance  passed  May  4,  ISDG. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Frank- 
lin^ as  folloivs  : 

Section  1.  Any  person  connectins^  with  a  pnblic 
sewer,  who  will  sign  a  written  reqnest  therefor,  may  pay 
an  annual  rental  or  tax  as  follows :  For  each  tenement 
of  seven  rooms  or  less,  $2.  For  each  additional  room  in 
a  tenement,  30  cents,  payable  in  advance.  The  first 
payment  when  the  permit  is  granted,  subsequent  pay- 
ments to  be  collected  by  the  collector  with  other  taxes. 

Such  rental  shall  cease  whenever  such  party  shall  pay 
the  fee  heretofore  prescribed  and  any  sums  due  for  such 
rental. 

Sec.  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage.

matter  of  any  kind. 

Sec.  o.  Any  person  convicted  of  any  violation  of 
either  section  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  fined  not  exceed- 
ing twenty  dollars.
